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Reply To Requirement For Election Of Species 

Applicants respectfully submit that claim 1 is a generic claim which is broad enough to 
comprise polypeptides of SEQ ID NOs. 1-10. Therefore, Applicants request clarification 
about the Examiner's requirement to choose amongst the sequences of SEQ ID NOs: 5, 6, 7 
and 8 when electing the claims of Group I for prosecution. 

Applicants respectfully request that they be permitted to provisionally elect SEQ ID 
NO: 1 as the species to be prosecuted without traverse. Claims 2-8 are dependent upon claim 
1 in which SEQ ID NO: 1 is claimed. If SEQ ID NO: 1 cannot be elected, Applicants would 
then provisionally elect the SEQ ID NO: 5 as the species to be prosecuted with traverse. 

The sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 is a generic sequence, in which a single position 
(amino acid 1) may be substituted by one of only three possible amino acids (desamino Gly, 
desamino Ser and desamino Ala). SEQ ID NOs: 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10 are all specific 
embodiments of SEQ ID NO: 1 or truncations thereof. Applicants note that the Examiner 
listed SEQ ID NO: 1 as a possible choice of species for Groups II and V. Applicants assert 
that SEQ ID NO: 1 should have been a choice for Group I as well. Further, it places no undue 
burden on the Examiner to search all of the above mentioned sequences. 

Reconsideration and withdrawal of the Requirement for Election of Species, and 
consideration and allowance of all pending claims, are respectfully requested.
